3. (Origuud): A method of forming a high viscosity aqueous treating fliud according to 
claim 1 , wherein the hydratable polymer of the hquid gel concentrate comprises a 
polysaccharide. 

4. (Original): A method of forming a high viscosity aqueous treating fluid according to 
claim 3, wherein the hydratable polymer of the liquid gel concentrate is selected from the group 
consisting of guar gum, hydroxypiopyi g^ar, depolymerized hydroxyprop^ guar, caxboxymethyl 
guar and carboxymethylhydroxypropyl guar.
